Mr. Byrd called your office this morning to advise that he is 
staying at the Washington Hilton, telephone 483-3000, extension 9145. According 
to Mr. Byrd, he would like very much to see Mr. Hoover sometime today 
i because of a number of commitments he has tomorrow. HoweverT'if'UTe'Director 
is unable to see him today, he would try to arrange his schedule to see 
Mr. Hoover sometime tomorrow morning. 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 

The current issue of "Who's Who In America" reveals that Byrd 
was born 4/24/1900, in Detroit, Texas. He is listed as a Democrat, a 
Presbyterian, and a Mason (32nd degree, Shriner). He resides in Dallas, where 
he also maintains an office in the Tower Petroleu nj, Bu ilding, fi sj

financier and oilman and the cousin of former Senator Harry Byrd and 
Admiral Byrd. He was widely known for his huge football parties at which he 
was the host for both teams and all persons of interest on the occasion of such 
football games as the Cotton Bowl and the annual Texas-Oklahoma football game. 
As head of the Civil Air Patrol (CAP) for Texas, he was frequently referred 
to as "Colonel, " and during the war he personally flew many CAP missions 
in the Gulf of Mexico searching for submarines. b2 


In September, 1953, when then 

[ Governor Allan Shivers saw fit to criticize the Bureau in a civil rights matter, 
Byrd wrote him a letter defending the Bureau. The Director's appreciation 
for Byrd's action was acknowledged in a letter to Mr. Byrd dated 9/11/53. 


In W. C. Sullivan to Mr. C.D. DeLoach memorandum of 12/2/68, 
it was noted that in connection with a speech Mr. Sullivan delivered in Dallas 
in September, 1968, he met Mr. Byrd. Subsequently, Mr. Sullivan learned 
that Byrd would be in Washington on 12/9/68, and would very much like to see 
Mr. Hoover. The Director indicated at that time that regrets be expressed to 
Mr. Byrd because of the Director's heavy schedule. By letter of 10/5/70, 

I Byrd sent the Director three cartoons, for which he was thanked by letter of 
10/12/70. On 11/24/70, he sent the Director a telegram expressing his support 
of the Director in connection with Mr. Hoover's appraisal of former Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark. We acknowledged that telegram by outgoing of 11/30/70. 
More recently, Mr. Byrd, who is on the Special Correspondents List, wrote 
the Director on 4/15/71, expressing his support of and confid&nce in Mr. Hoover. 
Mr. Byrd was thanked for his support by outgoing 4/20/71. 


Files in the Director's Office reveal no additional pertinent data 
on Mr. Byrd and no arrest record was located identifiable with him. There is 
no information indicating he has previously met Mr. Hoover and he has not been 
sent autographed photographs.
